A Few Good Keel po*. 
Sun Burn.—Mix 
together 
three- 
fourths of an ounce of glycerine, six 
drachms avoirdupois powdered borax, 
and twelve ounces of rose water or 
elderflower water. Cream is very good 
to allay the burning sensation suf­ 
fered in sun bure, and to heal the 
skin. 
Any one of the extracts of 
witch-hazel in the market is healing 
and cooling. 


H ang Nails.—Soak the ends of the 
fingers in -hot water until the skin 
around tUqujiils is softened; then trim 
off a1! Hie dead skin with a pair of nail 
scissors, or a pair of small scissors. 
This will prevent hang nails. 
Diphtheria.—The fumes of burning 
sulphur are said by the American Med­ 
ical Journal to prevent the spread of 
diptheria by killing 
the 
infection. 
Drop a small pinch of sulphur on a 
few coals in ashove! and fill each room 
in thehouse, includingthe one occupied 
by the patient, with sulphur fumes 
two or three times daily’, 
lf they* be­ 
come suffocating at all, open thedoors 
and windows. 
Sohool-houses in 
a 
neighborhood wheredipht heria exists 
should be thoroughly’ fumigated after 
school is over in tile afternoon. 
Whooping Cough.—A writer in the 
Medical Press suggests that in families 
where there is whooping cough a pie* o 
of rubber tubing long enough to reach 
the floor be attached to the gas burn­ 
er and gas turned on just enough to 
make a perceptible odor, which the 
patient is to inhale for a few moments 
as often as convenient. This is easier 
than sending children to breat he the 
air of the gas works. 


Salt Rheum.- M. II. sends the fol­ 
lowing for J. D.: “Tlie simplest and 
best cure for salt rheum, tried and 
proved, 
is one ounce of glycerine, 
the iiii*•«* of a large lemon, and two or 
three ounces of water. Apply to the 
hands atter washing. Hint while they 
are yet damp, 
ft is th*; lent thing to 
use for ehap|*ed hands, making them 
very sm ooth.”

For long the Herman physicians have 
bts*n familiar with the fact of the use­ 
fulness of fatty food rn the treatment 
of neuralgia and other nervous affec­ 
tions. 
Later on the chemist has 
found that a phosphorized fat (I/**ci- 
theim) is the special ailment of the 
brain and of th** nervous system gen­ 
erally’. 
It would seem that brain ex­ 
haustion is commonly the result oiex- 
haustion of this complex fat, just as 
anemia is the exhaustion ami non-re­ 
newal of the blood corpuscles, an I the 
inability to form a new store. 
R**st 
and lessened demand upon the nervous 
system allows of a new storage; to ­ 
wards which, however, fat and phos­ 
phorous are essential. 
When the as­ 
similative powers are no longer able 
to break up phosphate of him — the 
ordinary source of phosphorus—then 
tins must be supplied iii a form less 
stable, so that the digestive powers 
van break it up. 
Consequently, w*Ii 
cooked fish, and espeeially oysters, 
should form a large constituent of the 
food (fish contain* much phosphate 
of soda). 
By’ an appropriate dietary 
the recovery of the lo-t nerve-power 
can be attained.

A mother writes*to Babyhood that 
she has found an unfailing remedy for 
sleeplessness in her young children— 
fresh air. 
If babies are bundled up 
well and protected with a sun shade 
they will hardly be able to keep their 
eyes open out of doors; and will drop 
off to sleep quickly’. 
She recommends 
that the mothers also take refreshing 
exercise in the open air, saying “if I 
failed to be in the fresli air sometime 
each day when I was nursing a baby 
I could always see the result in in­ 
creased nervousness and fretfulness in 
tlie child.”

Start * Bed o f Strawberries. 
Country Home. 
Now is t he time to lay out for a straw­ 
berry bed. 
It is not the best plan to 
plant in the spring. 
An excellent ar­ 
rangement is to sow peas or other 
early garden stuff where the straw­ 
berry heil is to lie located, and thus 
Dike off a crop oefore time for plant­ 
ing the bed. 
August is tho best time 
for putting out the plants, provided 
it is not too dry. 
In that cast* it is bet­ 
ter to wait two weeks sven before 
planting, or until the ground is mois­ 
tened up sufficiently. 
By planting iii 
August, the latter part.agood growth j 
will bo found of bot h root and top be- j 
fore winter sets in. 
A cultivated crop should precede ! 
the strawberry this spring. 
.Manure! 
th * ground heavily with good stable I 
manure well rot Its!. 
It will become 
thoroughly incorj*orated in the soil, ; 
so that. when strawberry plants are I 
put out, they can get a good hold 
without I he lienal injurious effect of 
freshly’ applied manure to any such ! 
crop. 
A crop of green peas will not 
draw much from this fertilizing ma- I 
terial. Their roots and t hecultivation 
given the ground while the crop is 
growing, will put th*; soil iii first-class 
condition forth** strawberry plants. 
Another coat of finely' pulverized 
compost of stable manure, muck and 
lime well cultivated iii before the rows 
for strawberries are marked off, and 
ofter it is plowed, will put the land iii 
lirst-class condition for strawberry 
growth. There will not bestud! aw eel 
growth, a n i t he ground will not he 
cold amt <lamp at th** start, as is the 
rase with spring planting. 
It is as­ 
tonishing. too, the start that well cul­ 
tivated plants will get before winter 
comes on. They tm • d hoeing out j-**v- 
eral times during the fall, for late rn im- 
mer and early fail is tin time to crud 


rye and oats, but it is not so difficult 
to get the straws into proper position 
because they are bound in bundles 
beforehand. 
But the stack must be 
begun on the middle of the founda­ 
tion. 
Lay a bundle down, then put 
another on top of that, letting the 
butt end extend a little beyond the 
heads of the under sheaf. 
Build on 
and around these, tops in, butts out, 
ring after ring, until the bottom is 
large enough. 
If the stack is to bo 
long—a rick—and not round, then, 
when the rings widen to the proper 
size as to width, build back and forth 
on the two sides that are to be run 
out as ends. 
Widen the stack a little 
as it is raised 
to about six 
feet, 
then place** twQ, or three layers so 
as to keep the 
outside going up 
perpendicularly. 
After that draw 
in until tho stack is finished. 
As 
soon as the stack is high enough to 
commence the drawing in, the middle 
should have an extra filling. 
On a 
stack of ordinary width the middle, 
when drawing in is begun, ought to be 
at least two feet higher than the out­ 
side. 
Keep it that way to the top. 
When grain is very short it is not 
best to undertake to widen any up to 
the “bulge,” because there is danger of 
th*,* sheaves .-dipping ou*\ 
Where the 
straw is long enough, the stack may 
easily be extended t hree or four feet 
on each side beyond the outer lines of 
the foundation, and that makes room 
for a good deal more grain than gait 
be put into a stack that is run up 
straight, or drawn in from the bottom . 
The writer of this always did his 
stacking of grain, except the filling 
of the middles on his knees. That was 
the rule in those days. 
But the work 
can be as well done standing by using 
a good fork in place of tlie sheaves. 
Every bundle ought to be pressed in­ 
to place by the stacker’s weight upon 
it. 
A stack, whether it is of grain or

Let Them Mature. 
Breeding from immature stock has 
a tendency to degenerate the offspring 
i and gradually deteriorate their vital­ 
ity, size, growth and development. All 
the t cad i ing 
of 
scientists points 
to this conclusion, as well as the ex­ 
perience of practical breeders. 
The 
aim of breeders should be to build up 
their stock and vitality, stamina and 
'*aliability for large and rapid develop­ 
ment. 
But this cannot be done by 
breeding 
from 
immature animals. 
Much a course has a tend* ncy to weak­ 
en aiel break down instead of build­ 
ing up a breed of any kind. There is 
too much of a tendency to nu* k- mo: li­ 
ers and sires out ol anima s which 
should be devoting all their time, food 
and strength to making growth and 
developing in every way. 
A change in 
this respect would be for til*' I st in­ 
terest- ot tile live stock bus; * 
and 
the general use of more mat re ani­ 
mals for breeding purposes should be 
hailed w ith satisfaction by ail farmers 
and stockmen. 


Farmer' Should Observe. 
American Rural Home. 
If 
farmers would observe more 
closely the habits of those insects 
which prey upon their crops they 
would be much better prepared to 
battle with them. Take, for instance, 
the large, black squash bug, that 
makes its appearance when the vines 
are of large size, and if let alone will 
surely destroy them. The observing j 
farmer will notice that tie* eggs are; 
deposited on the under side of tile ! 
leaves, in groups, which can easily be 
crushed, aud thus destroyed, 
lh* will 
also observe that t.hewing in question 
will get under a stone, leaf, or other 
covering, as night approaches, and by 
placing a shingle beside the hill at 
night, large numbers of bugs will take 
shelter under it, and can he destroyed 
in the morning. 
So with the birds and animals that 
destroy his crops; all have habits pe­ 
culiar to themselves. 
No observing 
farmer would take his gun and hunt 
for woodchucks in the middle of the 
day; he would go early in the morning 
or just before evening, with a much 
better prospect of success. 
His observations should nl-o ex­ 
tend to the growth and habits of the 
crops w hich he grows, and he will soon 
learn the best methods for him to pur­ 
sue. There is no occupation in which 
observation can be put to better use 
than in farming; this, coupled withex- 
perience, is tlie farmer’s best and saf­ 
est teacher. 
The farmer’s observa­ 
tion should not be limited to his own 
experience; he should look about ami 
see what his neighbors are doing, not 
in a “poke your nose into other Peo­ 
ple’s business” kind of a way. but he 
should observe how tHeir methods in 
farming differ from his own, and note 
results. 
He may thus get new ami 
better ideas about his business than 
he would otherwise have had. 
Theo­ 
ries are very good in their way, but 
observation and experience will beat 
them every time. 


Slacking- I’rnrtirr** Which A|»|*l) to Ky**, Wheat 
ami Oil'. 
From the Kannns City Farmer. 
Tile object of putting grain and hay in 
stacks is to save it from loss by rain. 
The secret of good stacking Iies in mak­ 
ing it shed water, aud to do this there 
must be a thatching, a kind of straw- 
shingling, on every part of the outside 
above a few feet from the ground. All 
the outside straw or hay must incline 
downwards, and it must have that 
tendency fixed when the stack is built. 
rfhe first thing to lie learned and re­ 
membered about stacking is to keep 
the middle lull. 
Start in the middle 
ol the foundation. Put the first fork- 
full there and build around it. 
Not 
only must the middle be kept lull, but 
it must have the most tramping if any 
is done, the point being that if any of 
tile stack is more solidly built than 
another part it ought to be the middle, 
so that in settling the middle will not 
sink faster than the outside. Then (in 
case of hay) if the outside layers are 
so arranged with the fork as the stalks 
and blades be straightened out inclin­ 
ing downwards, they wall settle that 
way. 
The same principle holds with wheat.
